By Wireless to Tus New Yoru Trees, 
LONDON, Nov. 24.—The Government 
in its appeal to the country has lost the 
support of London's popular Unionist 
press. Lord Rothermere. and Lord 
Beaverbrook will publish tomorrow in 
The Sunday Pictorial and The Sunday 
Express signed articles the effect of 
which can only be to confuse still fur- 
ther: the sufficiently r muddled election 
situation. They are “not merely throwing 
over Premier Baldwin and all his works 
explicitly, but they are doing something 
almost more damaging. Each of them 
offers a political program of his own, 
consideration of which may well wean 
the average elector from the Premier's 
proposals. Such proceedings on the 
part of newspaper proprietors have 
amazed old-fashioned politicians. Never 
before, it is believed, has a British 
journalist considered it -his duty to mark 
out a definite policy for statesmen who 
have already expressed their own ideas, 
J. L. Garvin said tonight in The 
Observer: “Behind the mes there 
are some personal, issues even more 
sdtirical than the electioneering terms 
of the fiscal’ controversy. The ex- 
Premier has said no word to estrange 
the press trusts under his friends, Lords 
Gatherem and Bother¢ém. Though nom-

“HARTFORD, Conn., Nov._ 24.—Gover- 
for Pinchot of Pennsylvania is held in 
Part to be responsible for the high price 
of anthracite, in a report made to Gov- 
ernor’ Templeton by the Connecticut 
Chamber of Commerce. The blame, ac- 
cording to the report, is shared also by 
the. middlemen and: operators. The 
findings are the result of a survey made 
by the chamber upon request _of the 
Governor. 

The report says there is nothing that 
Connecticut, through its Legislature or 
Governor, camdo to alter conditions. 
The remedy, it says, lies primarily wkh 
Pennsylvania, which has a monopoly of 
the anthracite coal supply of the 
country. 

It is within the power of Pennsylvania 
to enact and enforce laws to standardize 
the quality of coal and prevent the pyra- 
miding of prices through real or fic- 
titious middicmen, the report says, 
adding: 

“Although it was stated by Governor 
Pinchot after the settlement of the coal 
strike that 10 per cent. of the wage in- 
crease should be absorbed by the oper- 
ators and the balance by the wholesalers 
and transportation companies, such has 
fiot been the case. The price of coal at 
the mines has been raised since said 
settlement.by from 40 to 90 per cent.

AMERICAN \MONEY SENT 
TO GERMANY BY MAIL 


Post Office Orders From Here’ 
Cashed at Prevailing Rate of 
Exchange Under New Plan. 


Large sums of American money are 
being sent to Germany through the Post 
Office from every part of the United 
States. The remittances are being made 
fn accordance with a convention recently 
ratified by America and Germany. 
Similar conventions have been ratified 
within the last few weeks with six 
other nations of Europe. The plan went 
into effect on Nov. 1. 

“We are sending money advices to 
Germany and the other countries which 
have entered into such conventions with 
us,’’ explained Aivert Yirmin, superin- 
tendént of the Money Order Department, 
who described them as duplicate money 
orders or a second bill of exchange. 
“We certify to -Germany American 
money: only, while Germany, upon re- 
ceipt of our list pays German money 
at the prevailihg rate of exchange, In 
other words; we pay Germany Ameri- 
can money, ‘and Germany pays the re- 
cipient the equivalent in marks at the 
pagal: rate of exchange.”’ 

In this way remittances of American 
money, for exchange into German marks 
is sent to Germany daily through the 
New York Post Office, according to 
Superintendent Firman, who says that 
she local post.office handles the business 
for fhe entire ited States. He ex- 
plained that the United States Post -Of- 
fice re-imbursed the German Post. Office 
almost daily, either. paying by bill of ex- 
change or paying some local banker 
acting as agent for the German Govern- 
ment. In most cases the payments to 
Germany are made to the bankers for 
Germany in New York.. In this way 
Germany is establishing credit in the 
United States through the convention 
he postal authorities. 

The bulk of the remittances between 
America and Germany are going to Ger- 
many. The remittances from Saruseny 
to the United States represent only 
small proportion of the business handled 
by the Post Office.

Amateurs who put on plays in the 
name of charity not only do not get 
‘special rates when they produce. George 
Bernard Shaw’s plays, but they are 
made ‘to ' pay extra for the privilege, ac- 
cording to a letter received from ‘“‘G. B. 
S.”” by Randolph Somerville, head of the 
Department of Dramatic Art at New 
York University. In a letter the play- 
wright not only explained the seeming 
discrimination against amateurs but 
also gave a meticulous definition of the 
difference between an afnateur and a 
professional performance. 

Mr. Somerville wrote to Shaw as per- 

mission to use other plays in addition 
to ‘You Never Can Tell,"’ which the 
Washington Square College Players pro- 
duced last year. Mr. Shaw replied: 

“Playwrights often receive letters ask- 
ing them te authorize’ performances of 
their plays by societies formed to de- 
velop appreciation of dramatic art in 
their neighborhood.. These societies are 
sometimes university, Y. M. C. A, 
labor, college or polytechnic clubs, some- 
times branches of drama leagues, some- 
times isolated ventures calling thém- 
selves by any title which occurs to them. 
As a Pule they all make the same mis- 
take. They appeal for special consider- 
ation on the ground that they are per- 
sonally disinterested and actuated solely 
by public spirit; that they are poor; 


that all work connected with them is-

Tenacious of Precedent. 

The Democratic Party is far more 
tenacious of precedent and _ tradition 
than is thé Republican Party, which has 
practically ignored the divisions estab- 
lished by the Electoral College in the 
make-up of its next National Conven- 
tion’ in 1924. Democrats adhere to what 
has been done in the past as the best 
and surest gulde as to what ought to be 
done in the future. Thus the Democrats 
still ballot eight delegates in their Na- 
ulonal Convention to Vermont, which 
they have about as much chance of 
carryi 
Vermont now in the office of President 
of the United States) as the Hudson 
River has of emptying into the Pacific 
Ocean, and they adhere to six votes for 
Arizona, which the Democrats carried 
as recently as in 1916. 

It is the same with the two-thirds’ 
rule, the original cause for the adoption 
of which has long since disappeared. 
A concerted ‘drive, ptr iy b has been 
made and is being made to do away 
with it asthe “‘unit rule’ of like an- 
cient, origin was done away with (but 
only after a hard struggle) in the Demo- 
cratic National Convention of ©1912. 
The purpose of that rule was to pre- 
serve what was called ‘‘the entity of 
the States,’ but in operation it made 
more powerful the large States than the

Clinic of Plastic Surgery in 
London Is Announced.

Announcement was made here yester- 
day of the organization in London, Eng- 
land, of the International Clinic for 
Plastic Surgery, one of the avowed ob- 
jects of which is to expose the quack 
and the ‘‘beauty -specialist.’"” The gen- 
éral purpose of the clinic, which, as its 
name implies, is world-wide in scope, is 
to preserve, improve and teach the 
knowledge gained during the,war in that 


of which so many disfigurements in- 
curred by shot and shell were obliter- 
ated or rendered less unsightly.  Sur- 
geons of unquestionable standing only 
will be received as students, the courses 
given being in reality ‘post-graduate 
vones. 

At the head of the new institution, 
which is housed temporarily in a por- 
tion of St. Andrew’s. Hospitaf-on Dollis 
Hill until funds are available to add 
another wing to the building for plastic 
surgery only, is Mr. D. Gillies (sur- 
geons are ‘‘mistered’’ Great Britain), 
who was head of the surgical unit of 
the British Army which had charge of 
these reparative cases during the war.

Plastic Surgery’s Progress. 


The progress of plastic surgery, which 
is described as constructive as distinct 
from destructive surgery, may be appre- 
ciated from these examples: 

Rhinoplasty is an operation done suc- 
cessfully when the whole or a part of the 
nose has been destroyed. A new nose is 


constructed from portions of skin and 
flesh taken from the patient’s own body 
and through which he is able to breathe 

erfectly. In many cases, also, ears 
have been replaced to restore those lost 
or injured. 

Bone graft for fractured jaw was 
snown in America#and Germany. béfore:

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REAL REPARATION IN SIGHT. 


If the French really do not want to 
collect reparations, as some of our «now- 
it-alls' keep telling us, it is hard to see 
why they signed the agreement just con- 
cluded with the,Rhine and. Ruhr indus- 
trial interests. By the. terms of that 
agreement the German interests pay up 

at once 279,000,000 francs; agree to turn 
over 18 per cent. of the output of their 
mines to the allied Powers; and prom- 
ise to pay an additional tax of 10 francs 
a ton on all the rest of the coal they 
sell. Now this will produce quite a con- 
siderable sum in reparations—and it is 
to be observed that it is all credited to 
the reparations account,. not to the cost 
‘ of occupation of the Ruhr: 

In.other words, the French have at 
last got a promise to pay from the men 
who can pay—the rich Germans who 
have used political troubles and the forc- 
ing down of the mark to gather almost. 
all the wealth of the country into their 
hands. The occupation of the Ruhr de- 
pended for its justification on its success 
in. putting pressure on those Germans 
who could pay and would not; and ap- 
parently it has succeeded. The Ruhr 
arid Rhine magnates are virtually agree- 
ing to pay a percentage of their output 

in reparation in return for permission 


4 to resume work. And it has been ob- 


» vious for some time that this was the 
only practical way in which reparations 
could be collected for some years to come. 

' Quite in keeping with the traditional 
Gérman policy, representatives of the 
German Government were in Paris, as- 
suring the Reparation Commission that 
Germany could pay nothing at all, at 
the very moment that representatives of 
German wealth were signing in Diissel- 
dorf a promise to pay which really 
méans something, M. POINCARE has at, 
last got something worth having, and 
has got it without formally losing con- 
tact with his allies. No wonder the 
Chamber gave him a vote of confidence 
by a majority: of; seven to one. 

We are by no means out of the woods, 
of course. The reparations that the in- 
dustrial magnates have promised to pay 
will be passed on, so far as those mag-, 
nates can manage it, to the German 
people. The. present temper of. the 
Réichstag indicates, however, that they 
will have a hard time doing it. And 
one .may suppose that the average 
Frenchman will do his best to see that 
the profits of the new arrangement are 
passed around in France and not held 
for certain favored groups. A practical 
machinery of reparation by the Germans 

‘ who can pay to the French who need 
payment has been set up. It is for both 
the French and the German voters to see 
: that it is fairly worked. 


AN INTOLERABLE BURDEN. 


In the years beginning with the out- 
break of the World War, the increase of 
taxation was altogether the greatest 
cause of the increased cost of doing busi- 
ness. Between 1914 and 1919, according 
to the National Industrial Board, wages 
rose 158 per cent., salaries 125 per cent., 
taxes 371 per cent.

The 
Federal part of the burden it is now 
within the power of Congress consider- 
ably to lighten. Some. part of that bur- 
den weighs on everybody, whether:he has 
tax bills to show it or not. The quick 
popular acceptance of Secretary MEL- 
LON’s plan for reducing taxation and 
stimulating business and industry and 
the national prosperity shows that the 
people know what is hurting them, even 
if some politicians have glass eyes and 
seem to see the thing that is not. 








ALLIED UNITY. ~ 


Some newspapers were so confident 


that the entente between England and 


France was to be ruptured at the meet- 
ing of the Ambassadors*in Paris that 
they had to insist, after the event had 
falsified their predictions, that at least 
good: manners and the proprieties were 
ruptured. Accordingly we had reports 
of violent scenes. It was stated that 
Lord CREWE made ugly threats on: be- 
half of the English Government, and 
that M. PoIncaRE grew very angry and 
would have precipitated a crisis had he 
not been restrained by the Belgians and 
by -President MILLERAND himself. To 
add a touch of verisimilitude to what 
otherwise might have been an uncon- 
vineing narrative, we had what pur- 
ported to be an account by Ambassador 
HERRICK’ of the sensational things done 
by the Ambassadors. Needless. to say, 
this has been officially repudiated. 

It is evident that the world cared little 
how allied unity. was preserved. The 
main thing was that there was no break. 
It was the news of this happy event 
which at once gave a better tone to the 
markets and caused British and French 
exchanges to recover a good part of their 
recent losses. Moreover, it needed no 
political oracle, no miraculous reader of 
the future, to understand from the first 
that England and France could not at 
present come to the parting of the ways. 
If nothing else would: prevent it, the 
general election in England would. The 
obvious fact is that the present English 
Government does not know that it will 
be in office in a month from now. With 
its existence hanging on the whim of 
the voters, it could not think of com- 
mitting ‘itself to momentous decisions 
which might involve British policy for 
years to come. 

Turning to the side of France, her 
motives for desiring to maintain full 
agreement with England are palpable 
and powerful. She urgently needs at 
least a benevolent neutrality on the part 
of England, if not positive good-will, 
while she is working out her difficulties 
in the Ruhr. There the French are 
plainly .making headway. They... are 
signing up agreement after agreement 
with the leading German industrialists, 
and are seeing the day nearer when, as 
M. PoINcaRE expresses it, the Ruhr will 
be a “ paying proposition” for France. 
But prudent French statesmanship looks 
to other objects even more important. 
Friday’s debate in the Chamber brought 
out once more the grave anxiety which 
the French Government feels in refer- 
ence to the problem of French security. 
The former Premier, M. BRIAND, re- 
vealed the fact that a treaty with Eng- 
land for the defense of France in case 
she were’ attacked was on the point of 
being concluded when he fell from power. 
Could such a project be pushed to con- 
clusion now, it would mean a much 
closer unity among the Allies, as well as 
a door more widely open for the discus- 
sion and settlement of German repara- 
tions. As the matter stands we must 
be content with the renewed demonstra- 
tion of the fact that France and Eng- 
land have still so many interests in com- 


mon that they cannot wish to draw away 
from each other. 








DRINKING IN COLLEGES. 


Ever since the Volstead act defined 
the Eighteenth Amendment, the college 
authorities have ‘been in a quandary 
what to do about it. Naturally it is dif- 
ficult to obtain precise data regarding 
the extent to which the act is violated in 
the colleges, but information from Har- 
vard, Princeton and Yale, together with 
reports from other seats of learning, in- 
dicates that the effect seems to have been 
to drive many students from the com- | 
parative moderation of the last decade. 

Prior to the Volstead act the colleges 
had their own code regarding drink. It 
was forbidden to bring intoxicants into 
university buildings. Drunkenness, if 
public, was “ conduct unbecoming a 
scholar and a gentleman.” Moreover, 
the man who was publicly intoxicated 
lost caste with his fellows. They made 
a nice distinction between the celebration 
of football victories, club elections and 
the like, and real addiction to drink. This 
state of affairs was the culmination of 
fifty years of growing moderation. The 
old days. when the few men were drunk- 
ards and the many teetotalers’ were 
yielding to an almost_European practice. 


In 1919 drinking rather than drunk- | 


enness became the social offense. - The 
result was a rapid swing back from ‘the 
attitude that a man might drink, but 
owed respect for his fellows in the mat- 
ter of conduct, ‘to the boyish point: ‘of | 
view: that intoxication was a joke, not 
on one’s self, but on the law.

where drinking has perhaps’ declined, 
drunkenness has apparently “increased. 
Yet what drinking is done is, ‘done under 
cover. At Harvard the authorities bestir 
themselves to action—invafiably expul- 
sion—when an undergraduate awakens 
in the morning to find his name in the 
papers. The test is avoidance of pub- 
licity. 

At. Yale the situation is slightly com- 
plicated. President ANGELL attempted to 
make the Student “Council take up the 
problem of undergraduate drinking, but 
his manoeuvre met with unfortunate re- 
sults.- "In addressing the freshman class 
he announced that expulsion would follow 
the detection of any violation of the rule 
forbidding liquor in university buildings, 
and incidentally of the Volstead law. 
This: decisive utterance puts the issue 
clearly, and no future offender will have 
just. cause for. complaint. Indeed, it 
would seem that the only way in which 
the collegiate public can be wooed from 
violating an unpopular’ ordinance will be 
by unhesitating use of power, even at the 
cost of traditions of personal liberty. 








A GREAT IMPOSTOR. 


The extraordinary thing about the 
success of Dr. FREDERICK A. COOK as an 
oil stock swindler. is that the perpetrator 
of two of the greatest impostures of 
history should have been allowed to rep: 
resent himself as an honest promoter. 
Newspapers in Texas did ‘turn the 
searchlight upon him, and against one 
‘of them he entered suit for libel. Cook 
could go nowhere among men without 
being pointed out as the explorer who 
pretended that he had climbed Mount 
McKintey and beaten Admiral Peary to 
the North Pole, though the fact was that 
he had not been near the Pole and .had 
not got higher up on McKinley than a 
spur far from the summit. Yet he wrote 
books about both these feats of the imag- 
ination and deliyered hundreds of lec- 


tures to crowded houses before he was 


exposed as an audacious humbug. 
-Texans should have remembered how 
he landed at Copenhagen after he made 
his claim to attaining the Pole, was re- 
ceived by the Crowr. Prince in state, ac- 
claimed .by the people of Denmark as a 
distinguished explorer, and honored by 
learned societies. His exploit was the 
wonder of the age. With a few Esqui- 
mos he had accomplished what PEARY 
had failed to do after devoting his pro- 
fessional career to the undertaking. 
But nemesis in the person of the Admiral 
was soon on his track. By sheer ef- 
frontery Cook persuaded most Americans 
that his claim was genuine. There was 
a time when it required moral courage 
to dispute it. 
hung around the smiling face of the im- 
postor when he landed in New York, and 
the freedom of the city was bestowed 
upon him. He had his partisans in Con- 
gress, as Peary had his detractors. 
Peary, cabling to THE NEW York 
Times from: Labrador, said of -GeoK’s 
pretensions: “He has not. been at the 


“ Pole, on April 21, 1908, or at any other 


“time. He has simply handed the public 
“a gold brick.” Eskimos who had been 
employed by the doctor told Peary that 
“he went no distance north, he did not 
get out of sight of land.” But more than 
three months passed before a commis- 
sion of the Univérsity of Copenhagen 
reported that the documents submitted 
for their examination did not “contain 
“observations and information which 
“ can be regarded as proof that Dr. Cook 
“reached the North Pole on his recent 
“ expedition.” The “copy” of CooK’s 
notebooks which were examined did not 
contain any original astronomical obser- 
vations -whatsoever. Details. of the 
sledge journey to the Pole that could be 
of any use to the committee were lack- 
ing. Cook’s declaration that his astro- 
nomical observations were left at Etah 
was dismissed with contempt. 

The pretender’s cunning failed him 
when he made but little use of the ob- 
servations fabricated so skillfully by 
Captain Loose for a price. The Captain, 
who was in league with one DUNKLE to 
bolster up the doctor’s case, was an 
expert navigator, and excellently he did 
his work of getting the impostor to the 


Pole by taking observations backward to 


the alleged point of departure. The 
story of how these worthies put their 
heads together to deceive. the scientific 
world and relieve the doctor of some of 
his ill-gotten gains was printed exclu- 
sively in THe New York Times. When 
the doctor paid them only an instalment 
and fled with his guilty conscience’ they 
“ peached.” The episode furnished the 
high farce of the moral tragedy which 
Americans found so hard to endure. 
But between his arrival in New York as 
a conquering hero and the inevitable 
exposure Dr. Cook had’ exhibited him- 


self and- lectured to multitudes, receiving, 


for his mendacious recital of adventure 


‘as much as $100,000. 


No one was more hurt and amazed by

_ The King of Spain went to Rome last 
week with two definite missions. One 
was to the Quirinal, and was for the 
purpose of promoting an entente under 
the new conditions produced last year in 
Italy by Mussozini and this year in 
Spain by General Primo Rivera. The 


other was to the Vatican and to seek al 


regulation of the character and number 
of religious orders in Spain, which had 


proved a heavy burden on the national- 


exchequer. 

In both these missions the King has 
apparently been successful. Italy is to 
receive the moral support of Spain in 
the forme’ s attempt to expand her pres- 
tige in tHe Eastern Mediterranean, while 
Spain will strive to provide a seat for 
Italy at the Tangier council table. Who- 
ever dominates at- Tangjer~ challenges 


the: strategic importance of Gibraltar: 


and hence threatens the Levant and the 
back door to India. England would per- 
mit no single nation to become en- 
trenched at Tangier. Geographically, 
Tangier forms part of the Spanish zone 
in Morocco; politically, it is nominally 
under the authority of’ the Sultan of 
Morocco, who has acknowledged himself 
to be-a vassal of France. If Spain suc- 
ceeds in having Italy take part in the 
Tangier conference, the hand of England 
will be strengthened for her project of 
internationalizing the port. 

It is unfortunate for Spain that some 
of the articles of the Concordat of 1851, 
governing the relations between Church 
and State, should subsequently have been 
incorporated into the Spanish Constitu- 
tion. By both documents only two or- 
ders, designated by name, were permitted 
to establish themselves in Spain, while 
a third was to be selected by agreement 
between the Vatican and the Spanish 
Government. Successive Spanish Goy- 
ernments have attempted legislative re- 
strictions, but, as the Concordat was in- 
fringed, the Vatican de¢lined to sanction 
them. It did, however, sanction the 
“Padlock bill” in 1910 prohibiting the 
establishment. of any more religious or- 
ders in Spain, and even gave it new life 
when the influence of the orders in the 
Cortes sought to have it abrogated two 
years later. 

So long: as the old order obtained in 
Spain no modus vivendi could be reached 
with the Vatican. The way was opened 
when General Primo Rivera re-estab- 
lished the authority of the Crown, just 
as  MussoLini had. re-established it in 
Italy. With his success at Quirinal and 
Vatican it is possible that King ALFonso 


may also have advanced the good rela-. 


_tions between his hosts. ‘ 








THE GREEK CHARITY 
‘PROBLEM. 


If even this wealthy and extensive 
nation had in a single year an immigra- 
tion amounting to 28 per cent. of the 
\previous population. of the country, we 
Should think we had a large problem on 
our hands. If  five-sixths ‘of these 
immigrants were absolutely destitute, 
dependent on charity from the moment 
they landed, we should feel that the 
problem was almost beyond our powers. 
And if instead of being a rich and spa- 
cious nation we were a small and poor 
nation, hopelessly exhausted, financially 
and commercially, by a long and unsuc- 
cessful war and a series of revolutions, | 
we should naturally look around for help 
in handling the refugee problem. 

That is the present situation of 
“Greece. When more than a_ million 
Greeks and more than a hundred thou- 
sand Armenians and other Christian 
races were driven out of Anatolia and 
Thrace simply and solely because they 
were Greeks and Armenians, they went 
to Greece because there was no other 
place to go. A few had property or 
were able by going into the businesses 
and professions they had previously 
practiced to make themselves self-sup- 
porting at once. Many thousands of 
them have died of disease or underfeed- 
ing. But there are 600,000 left who will 
have. to be cared for until after next 
year’s crops are in; half of them will 
have to be carried for a year after that. 

The American Red Cross, which did a 
useful work during the first few ‘months 
of the emergency, quit at the end of 
June.. The Near East Relief is giving 
care to a few thousand children in its 
orphanages, but at present has no funds 
for further effort. The Refugee Com- 
mission of the League of Nations, of 
which Mr. MorGENTHAU is Chairman, is 
settling down to the work of establishing 
the refugees as self-supporting Greek 
citizens—planting them on lands given 
by the Greek Government or _put- 
ting them into industries where they 
will not underbid domestic Greek 
labor.

SALARIES OF MINISTERS. 


Not long ago a clergyman was offered 
a college professorship. He declined it 
on the ground that his present occupa- 
tion was yielding him $500 a month. 

Or- 
dained to spread the gospel, he had for 
some time ‘been spreading plaster, An 
article in The Homiletic Review for De- 
vcember declares. that more and more 
ministers are. abandoning their calling 
every year to take up some trade. 
cannot live and support a family on the 
salary paid to a clergyman. Here is a 
class which might almost: be called the 
forgotten class in the general. readjust- 
ment of wages and salaries made neces- 
sary by the increased cost of living 
during the past ten years. 

It is true that many of the churches 
have been moved to do their duty and 
have increased the salaries their 
pastors. But the cases of hardship are 
still numerous, and the comparison of 
the money returns of clergymen with 
those of skilled and even casual laborers 
‘reveals some astonishing disparities. 
The writer in The Homiletic Review re- 
duces. the figures to a weekly basis and 
gets some surprising results. Thus the 
average weekly salary of a minigter of 
the Baptist Church is $25. But even a 
hod-carrier gets.more than $30, while 
a mason gets $51, a bricklayer $55, and 
so on. These later figures, be it noted, 
are also the average for the entire coun- 
try. Everybody knows that the rates 
in various cities are very much higher. 
It would seem obvious~that both justice 
to self-sacrificing ministers and a proper 
sense of the dignity of their profession, 
duly impressed upon the churches, would 
lead to further steps toward making the 
salaries of clergymen more nearly ade- 
quate to their needs.

GEORGE BERNARD SHAW went to 
na. ‘the other day to “ unveil a tablet” 
on the house where RICHARD BRINSLEY 
SHERIDAN lived in 1771-1772 and whence 
he eloped with Miss LINLEy and a lady’s 
maid. _Bath, so rich in famous asso- 
ciations, can be trusted never to neg- 
lect them. The notion of the Bath big- 
wigs seems to have been that the most 
brilliant Irishman -of today would be 


useful in advertising the old town and 


one of the most brilliant Irishmen of any 
day. Scarcely any famous, man of the 
eighteenth century has been more ma- 
ligned than SHERDAN. It .is probable 
that the common. notion of him now is 
In an alcoholic age 
he drank less than most of his fellows, 
but he was easily ‘affected. In time he 
became a water drinker. We are always 
hearing about his debts, but Pitt left 
much greater ones, and the nation paid 
them. SHERIDAN’s family paid his. 

The fame of SHERIDAN’S eloquence has 
overshadowéd his sterling merit as a 
public man: He never took a pension. 
He refused £20 1000 offered him in grati- 
tude for his opposition to the war with 
America. At the head of a small minor- 
ityin Parliament he fought vigorously 
the union between Great Britain and 
Ireland. -He: worked for parliamentary 
reform. He stood steadily for free 
speech, though no man suffered more 
from the unscrupulous party press and 
pamphlets. of the time. SHERIDAN was 
especially strorig on finance. Mr. SHAW 
doesn’t seem to have tried to reconstruct 
the real figure of SHERDAN, though he did 
say that “as a politician he was incor- 
ruptible.” It was natural that he should 
consider him principally as a playwright. 
He ranked him above ConGREvsE,’ below 
GOLDSMITH. Of course, as a sociological- 
didactic moralist or, afti-moralist Mr. 
SHaw -couldn’t be expected to approve 
high comedy. ‘“ SHERMAN’s comedy was 
“extraordinarily entertaining, but it 
“ wouldn’t’ bear muth. thinking about. 
“Even* ‘The School for Scandal’ had 
“no message for us at the present day.” 

Per contra, “ Major Barbara,” unap- 
preciated by Mr. WaALKLEY and Mr.

The Vassar student body enjoys self-govern- 
ment. .Its constitution and code of laws, 
known as the honor system, covers offenses 
both great and small, some of the latter

‘lecture hours. These last three crimes have 


been getting common, and Vassar girls ap- 
parently do not fee) that they are failing in 
the duty of a good citizen:in committing 
them, or failing to report them when com-<« 
mitted by others. : 

What is the answer? The reformers know, 
of course. Disrespéct for law isthe worst 
of crimes, regardless of the law’s intrinsic 
respectability. If a girl rolls her stockings 
or smokes on the campus, she will inevitably 
go on to stealing her roommate’s wrist watch 
and poisoning the Dean. Whenever a law af- 
fecting personal habits 4s violated, democracy 
is a failure. 

Well, they had an earnest debate on this 
question at Vassar. Some of the girls 
thought democracy was a failure; and they 
might as well go back to the benevolent 
autocracy of the Faculty. But the student 
body as a whole thought it might be more 
sensible to amend the laws. So a committee 
on recodification has recommended that, while \ 
the honor system, with its penalties, should 
remain in force, smoking and bare: knees 
and so on are to be treated hereafter not 
as crimes, but as something to be dealt with 
by public opinion. 

This seems sensible, but it gives ‘the Vassar 
girls a poor preparatidn for American poli- 
tics. Nothing is going to be left to public 
opinion so long as there is a good waives in 
promoting prohibitory laws.

SYRIA AND PALESTINE 
FOR PAN-ARABIC RULE 


Prof. Munro Says Natives Hope 
for Unison of British and 
French Mandates. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 24.—An in- 
dependent Pan-Arabic Government unit- 
ing the present French and British man- 
dates into a single centralized State, is 
the-hope of the natives, of Syria and 
Palestine, according to Professor Dana_| 
Carleton Munro, who holds the Dodge 
Chair in Medieval History_at Prince- 
ton University.. Professor Munro has 
just returned from an intimate study of 
political conditions in the new Govern- 
ments set up in these countries in. 1920, 
and believes that e natives of. the 
mandate countries are dissatisfied with 
their present protected State and de- 
sire the indepéndence frequently prom- 
ised by both France and England: dur-

“Although there was some pro-Turkish 
following last zont caused partially by 
the much heralded successes.of Mustapha 
Kemal, it. is now almost completely re- 
placed by the strong Pan-Arabic Party, 
in both Syria and Palestine, which 
hopes to see the union of the two coun- 
tries into a single State in the future,’’ 
Professor Munro said. ‘The ‘situation 
in the two mandates at the present time 
is extremely complicated because of dis- 
turbances in Europe, fundamental dif- 
ferences in race and religion of the poly- 
giot peoples, and the confusion usually 
resulting from a change in administra- 


I con-} tion 


Professor Munro said that the French 
have wisely realized that no two parts 
of their mandate have exactly the same 
interests, and accordingly have divided 
the country into several ‘‘autonomous 
States.”” The whple body of divisions is, 
however, under the French High. Com- 
missioner. In the more important Syrian 
cities at the present time ‘there is a 
native administration and a. French 
Commandant who. acts as advisor. 

‘*There' is oné large: problem more ‘im- 
portant than any other confronting each 
of the new States,’’ Professor Munro 
said, ‘‘and this: results: from the terms 
of the mandate by which the Zionists’ 
Committee acts as an ‘advisory body to 
the High Commissioner .in. Palestine. 
This condition has caused much ill feel- 
ing on the part of the Moslems‘and the 
Christians. Atcording to the last census 
taken in this regiom the Jews make up 
11 per cent. of the population, the Mo- 
hammedans’78 per cent. and the Chris- 
tians less than’ 10; per’.cént.’’ 

Another proeblem_ confronting the 
French Government in Syria is the dif- 
ficulty arising from the influx of 100,000 
Armenian refugees, who are rapidly 
finding employment in their. adopted 
home, frequently at the expense of ‘the 
Syrians. : Ss 

Professor. .Munfo: praised highly the 
progress made in the problem of educa- 
tion in Syria. ‘“Phe French have done 
everything possible to subsidize educa- 
tion,’’ he said. ‘‘They have given. out 
allotments to over -1;200 schools, and 
they are much gratified by the evident 
interest of the natives in:their work and 
their desire to co-operate. Both the 
Jesuit College and the American Uni- 
versity at jirut. have done splendid 
work, and many graduates of the latter 
aré now holding positions in the Syrian 
Administration.’’

DYNASTY’S FATE AT STAKE 





Suggests That an American Be 
-Elected. King—Some Arguments 
Against a Republic at Athens.

George Roussos, who-,next to.his life- 
long friend and chieftain, Eleutherius 
Venizelos, is admittedly the ablest man 
in the publie life ef Greece, created so 
excellent an impression and made. so 
many friénds in’ America, while repre- 
senting his country as Minister Plent- 
potentiary, from 1916 until 1920, that. is 
to say, throughout all the latter portion 
of the great war, that his re-appear- 
ance on the scene at-Athens in a dom- 
inant role is, calculated ‘to excite: much 
sympathetic interest in the United 
States. The importance of his situation 
in the prevailing crisis in Greece may 
be gathered from the fact that, in vir- 
tual. control. thereof, he was entrusted 
last week by. his countrymen with the 


King George to leave Greece and to re- 
main abroad; at any rate for a couple of 
rnonths, in order to give time to.the 
nation to determine their. future form 
of government, and to settle among 
themselves whether they wish to retain 
the monarchical system “or to proclaim 
a. republic. 

In“the event of the impending elections 
for what .will ‘virtually be a Constitu- 
tional Assembly, deciding in favor of a 
commonwealth, the-sojourn..abroad of 
the King and Queen and of the King’s 
brother and heir,apparent, Prince Paul, 
would become permanent and suitable 
provision would be made for his main- 


tenance, in the shape of a pension. lim- 
ited to his own life and to that of his 
Rumanian-born ‘consort. On the other 
hand, if the people of Greece prefer to: 
remain subject to a monarchy, which is 
very problematical, he will be permitted 
to return to ‘resume his throne, under 
such restrictions of a Constitutional 
character, as‘ to render its occupancy 
even still more than heretofore, a spe- 
cies of gilded captivity. 


His Embarrassing Task. 


One has to search throrgh the pages 
of ‘history to finda precedent for the 
task undertaken by George Roussos in 
submitting th2se demands to the King, 
who yielded without much difficulty to 
the arguments of his visitor. It may 


be . taken rn ar eenee that they were 
presented to the young monarch. with a 
degree of courtesy and consideration to 
which he has not m accustomed on 
the. part. of. the revolutionary Cabinet 
Ministers who-have-succeeded one an- 

jer _ such. rapidity: .since they 
placed him on the throne, drove_ his 
parents ¢nd most:of the members of his 
family into exile, inflicted capital pun- 
ishment on a number ‘of: Constantine’s 
Ministers and Generals, court-martialed 
his uncle, .Prince Anlirew, on charges of 
military incapacity and disobedience, 
the Prince only escaping with his life 
through foreign. intervention. 

But George Roussos is not.of the type 
of the Greek professional politician, one 
of those politicians.who, through their 
craze for self,agagrandizement,.their self- 
ish ambition, and their disposition to in- 
trigue against every: authority and to 
misuse the latter when they. secure’ pos- 
seasion thereof, have always been. the 
curse of Greece, which is the cradle cf 
our civilization. 

en he came to America, in 1916, 
George Roussos had been, fof some thir- 
ty years, the acknowledged:leader of the 
international Bar of t, which 
capacity he welcomed the late Theodore 
Roosevelt on the occasion of the lat- 
ter’s memorable visit to Cairo and Alex- 
andria: ‘Roussos enjoyed the warm 
friendship and the confidence.alike of

‘When Venizelos became’ President ‘of 
the Provisional Government of Saloniki 
‘he summoned Roussos to his side and 
besought him to undertake the. mission 
of representing the Saloniki Governnient 
in the United States, and to secure for 
it the same confidence and support that 
was being accorded to him by Great 
Britain and by France. Without a min- 
ute’s hesitation Roussos turned over his 
very lucrative legal’ practice’ in Egypt 
to his partners and, after prolonged con- 
ferences in Saloniki with Venizelos, 
sailed for New York. 

When he arrived here he found the 
situation. soméwhat delicate, since the 
Government of ng. Constantine had 
been frankly and offensively pro-Ger- 
man, whereas Vénizelo’s Provisional 
Government had been, in spite of, its 
pro-Entente sympathies, considered, even 
here, in the light of revolutionary. 


Question of Constitutionality. 


This, too, in spite of. the fact that, 
from a strictly legal point of view, the 
Government of Venizelos was constitu- 
tional and that of Constantine quite the 
reverse. Then came the enforced abdi- 
cation of Constantine and his exile, ex- 
acted by France and Great Britain, and 
the transformation of the Saloniki Gov- 
ernment of Venizelos into the ‘National 
Government of all Greece, with its head- 
quarters at Athens.

-| TO BRITISH CHILDREN 


Former Members of Missons to 
This Country Are United 
in a Big Clab- 


The British War Missions to the 
} United States are still at work, but now 
they are actively engaged in Great 
Britain making English boys and girls 
better acquainted with America. Organ- 
ized under the title of the Reunion of 
British War Missions to the United 
States, they call. themselves, individual- 
ly, Missioners, said Captain O. P. Bee- 
man, at the conclusion of a visit to this 
country in connection with the work of 
the organization, of which he is Honor- 
ary Secretary. 

Captain Beeman was received “by 
President Coolidge, laid a wreath on the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier at Arling- 
ton on behalf of the British War Mis- 
signs, and spoke before many schools, 
women’s clubs and similar organiza- 
tions 

The first mission to this country, 
whieh was led by Balfour and arrived 

ashington 4d April, 1917, was rap- 
daly mucsee ed by others, until the mem- 
bers of the various branches of the 
War Mission became acquainted wee 
nearly every State in the Union.

United States Furnishes 
One-half of Outturn. 

The story of world coal production and 
the share supplied by the United States 
is tald in figures cqmpiled by the Na- 
tional City Bank. The world’s cea) out- 
put, which stood at 1,141,600,000 shart 
tons m 1910, the earliest official fig- 
ures, is placed at 1,478,000,000 in 1913, 
the year preceding the war. It then 
dropped to 1,170,000,000 in 1915, slowly 
advancing to 1,306,000,000 in 1918, the 
closing year of the war, and stood at 
approximately 1,332,000,000 short tons in 
3922. 

Accepting unofficial figures of produc- 
tion for earlier years, the total world 
cutput grew from 12,000,000 short tons 
in 1800 to 80,000,000 in 1850; 800,000,000 
in 1900; 1,478,000,000 in 1913.. Meantime 
our own production grew from twenty 
long tons in 1814 to 6,000,000 in 1850; 
240,000,000 in 1900, and 608,000,000 in the

Cotton Prices stance during the 
Affect 

Cotton Goods. termined the course 
of cotton prices. 
This was the issuance of the report on 
ginning, giving the figures up to Nov. 
14. It showed that 8,368,683 bales 
had passed through the gins up to the 
date mentioned, an amount much less 
than had been anticipated. The bull- 
ish contingent. figured that this meant 
a@ total crop yield of not more than 
9,500,000 bales, as against the 10,248,- 
000 indicated in the last report of the 
Department of Agriculture. Prices 
went soaring following the publication 
of the report, the point of 35..cents 
being passed handily. Another report 
on cotton spindles operating in do- 
mestic mills in October showed. an in- 
créase over the preceding month,- but 
a decrease as compared with October, 
1922. It is clearly enough indicated, 
however, that the higher prices of the 
«aw material will curtail the amdéunt 
used. Already a number of mills, 
éspecially some turning out ginghams; 
have shut down, and others are reduc- 
ing their period of operation. Mean- 
while, prices of cotton goods of all 
kinds are going up, though not always 
on a parity with the rise in the cost of 
raw cotton. A significant move is the 
withdrawal of a ‘branded line of 
bleached cottons and placing them at 
value. Two Southern mills have 
opened their underwear lines for Fall 
with prices showing an advance of 
$1.50 per dozeh, with the assurance of 
a further advance later on. 
advance is announced for mixed cot- 
ton and wool underwear by one mill. 
Hoslery linés are sonvewhat inactive.

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TARIFF COMMISSION 


ers Failed to Make Out a 
Case for Higher. Duty. 
Fe 


A half dozen -serious, looking ‘men sat. 
on a kind of judi¢ial dais tina room of 
the old Post Office building.in. Wash- 
ington last Tuesday morning.’ In front 
and just below them was a desk at 
which was stationed an official steno- 
g@tapher, A number of chairs arranged 
in semi-circles across the place gave ‘it 
the.aspect of a court room. Two groups 
were seated at opposite ends of these 
rows of chairs. One of/ them, eight in 
number, were mostly. business men of 
middle age. The other consisted .of 
young men of the clerk type, The oc- 
casion was a hearing by the United 
States Tariff Commission in accordance 
with a duly advertised notice. 

The hearing was ond-of several that 
have been held to consider applications 
for changes in import duties under the 
so-called flexible provisions of the Tariff 
Act. The procedure is a n in tariff 
Making in this.country and precedents 
are in the making. 

At the outset of such: hearings it 
seemed as though what was going to 
be done would follow the methods pur- 
sued in fixing up tariff rates before the 
Congressional Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, which ammounted, in fact, to bene- 


ficlaries writing in <their own sched- 
ules of what they wanted. But the 


Tariff Commission, apparently taking it- 
self seriously, has had a way of sliock- 
ing applicants who thought the old ways 
would go with it. Those applying for 
tariff changes have been mainly ones 
who wished increases in duties up to 
the 50 percent. permissible. In sup- 
port of their contentions they would 
present certain data, more or less au- 
thenticated. The Commission would 
then call a public hearing for some fixed 
date, asking.all interested to appear. 
Meanwhile, through its own agents, the 
Commission would obtain such facts as 
it could, bearing on the matter under 
inquiry. At the public hearings the 
witnesses were sworn in the manner 
customary in courts, and both sides had 
the opportunity to be heafd. The Com- 
mission, furthermore, did not consider 
itself bound. to limit an inquiry to any 
one specific portion of a subject. 

By means of the data collected by its 
agents’and employes; the commission 
has been able to check up the state- 
ments made by interested manufac- 
turers. This has occasionally proved 
embarrassing to the latter. It so hap- 
pened the other day. ‘ 

Last Tuesday’s hearing was the result 
of an application made by six manu- 
facturers of childreh’s cotton hosiery, 
who claimed that the present. duties are 
insuffidient to enable them to compete 
with German. makers of such articles. A 
flat rate of 50 per dent. is now imposed 
on all kinds of cotton hosiery. The com- 
mission, instead of confining itself to 
the children’s variety, broadened the 
scope of the inquiry so as to include 
all varities of cotton hose, inviting all 
interested to be in’ attendance on Tues- 
day. - 

To that hearing came only the eight 
business men referred to. ‘The clerical

‘Safety in 
Transportation of Dan- 
gerous Articles. 


INDUSTRIES  CO-OPERATE 


Growth of Movement to Aegulate 
Shipping of Explosive Freight Is

Twelfth Annual! Safety Congress recent- 
ly held at Buffalo under the auspices
